ther, the Facignes of Campaigns, or the Dangers 
of War; who isever at the Head of his !roops 
for our Preferyation, and is now going to fight to 
make us happy. A King that is witibly protected 


“by the Hand of God, who has declar’d him to be 


kis chofen Veffel by the Hazards and Treafons from 
which he bas deliver’d him. A Catholick King, a 
King who by his Conduct has given us weli ground-- 
ed Hopes to fee in his Life and Actions a truc and 
lively Picture of Sr., Ferdinand and of St. Lewis, 
whom te counts among his glorious Anceftors. A 
King in whom no Vice or Fault is found, even in 


_ the firtt Years of an abfoluce Power and of a vigo- 


rous Youih ; a King that frequents the Sacraments, 


‘gs we ail know, twice or thrice a Week ; 2 King 


that rarel. fleeps before he has confefs’d himfelf and 
receiv’d Abfolution ; a King, to conclude, who in 
the Flower of his Age bears with fo great Fortitude 
and Retignation the feverest Strokes with which the 
Almighty exercies his ele&t. If at 22 Yearsa King 


fhews us fo many Virtues and diftinguifhing Quali- 


ties, what can ye invent againft bim ye perfidious, 
ye ungrareful, ye {preaders of faife and pernicious 
Principles >? My beloved, look not upon thofe un- 
natural Wre:ches, with Pity, buc with Indignation. 
We are not worthy of the King that God has given 
us, nor cioes he deferve our Difloyairy and our In- 
difference. He confiders us as his Children, and 
loves us as fuck. He'Pardons gracioufly the Wrongs 
and Infulrs that have been and ftill are continued to 
done againft him ; when Information is given 
him of thm, he only lifts up his Hands and Byes 
to Heaven, and fays, Lord! chon art the King of 
Kies the Kingdom is thine, thine is the Crown, 
thou broughrit me hicher, and if ic be thy Willd 
ihould reign wath chou over me aad my Subjects. 
Know ve nor, m+ beloved, that “tis Infideliry and 
Heefy that maces War upon us? Is it the Em- 
pire, think ye, uaat maintains thofe great and nu- 


merous Fleets in our Seas? Are they Imperialifts 
that infult us on our Coafts? Be fee they are noe 
They are che* Buglith, and what is cher D 
Is it to fuccour the Archduke Charles? {hat is 
what they tell him indeed, ber it does por appea: fo 
by the War they make upon ws at an immente 
Charge. We have been in Alitance at otber Limes 
with the Englith, what did they uber do for us? 
Did they then put themfelves to fuch Expence 2 
’Tis therefore their own privase Intereft thar purs 
them upon this crucl War againft us 
you the real Motive? "Tis Herefy : Tis noe o- 
ther. They would maintain it and {pread ir, they 
will not return to the Bofom ef the Church, from 
which they withdrew themfelves. They fear, and 
fee, that if once Philip V be fetled quierly on his 
Throne, Spain united with France wiil force them 
to reftore their Crown to Kiog James, whofe Bacher 
they difloyaliy dethron’d for mo other Reafun than 
becaufe he was a Catholick. Io this War, the In- 
terefts of our Crown are |e{s concern’d than rhofe of 
our Religion: And therefore to declare for the 
Hereticks and favour them, is to incur the Ex- 
¢ommunication denounc’d by the Bull in Cena 
Domini. 

Confider, if you revolt, what Evils, Shame, and 
Scrrow will attend you. Philip Vi will reign, and 
you will find your felves cheased, ruin’é, and dif- 
honour'd : God gave him to us, and ’tus his Inrercft 
to maintain him, and dettroy thole char oppefe 
What tho’ the Archduke be Mafter of Groralrar 
and Barcelona, does that make him Maftcr of 
all Spain? Such a Kingdom is no: fo eafy a 
Conqucft. Should England even difpeople itfelf

Troops enow to gain them sor to defend them; 
nor could Enemies of our Refigion mainrain 
themfelves long in fo Carholick a Kingdom. 
They would make you believe the Archduke fhall 
reign, and that he will give you all you can de- 
fire. Depend upon it he will give you nothing. 
Thofe that love the Treafon, bare the Traicors ; 
and if he gets into the Throne, the very Men 
whom he will truft leaft, ase thofe thar help'd 
him to dethrone Philip V. 

Confider agen,the immenfe Enga the Arch- 
duke is under to his Allies, for rhe prodigious Sums 


they advance to him, and for which they expect to 


be recompenc’d if he gain che Crown. All you will 
then get by the Archduke, wil be an inevitable Ne- 
ceffity to maintain a lunger and more terrible War 
than this, France will not abandon Philip V, and 
confidering the Forces they bare and their Neigh- 
bourhood to us, our Calamitics and Loffes will be 
infallible.
